20. Attended the Director’s luncheon for Senator Saltonstall. We discussed 
briefly the Mansfield proposal for a joint House-Senate committee to monitor CIA 
affairs. Senator Saltonstall doubted that any such legislation was likely to be 
enacted this year inasmuch as the calendar was very full of things which. In his 
opinion, had a much higher priority. Insofar as any investigation of CIA was con- 
cerned, Senator Saltonstall indicated that he thought such was unlikely unless, 
of course, it should be undertaken by Senator McCarthy's Committee which had a 
legitimate interest in Government operations; however, he did not seem to think 
that this was probable. He said that if we were going to attempt to brief anyone 
on this Committee it would be a mistake not to brief Senator McCarthy personally. 
He went so far as to say that he would be willing to get up on the floor and say 
that as Chairman of the Armed Services Committee he saw no necessity for an inves- 
tigation of CIA or for a committee to monitor CIA affairs inasmuch as CIA was a 
highly classified activity which had always cooperated one hundred per cent with 
the Armed Services Committee.
